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Ir is pleasant to be able to agree now and 
then with our esteemed but somewhat dys- 


rent and next fiscal years’ expenses of the 
government; the recommendation that na- 
tional banks be allowed to establish 
branches in small towns, and the confident 
assertion that the present Wilson-Gorman 
tariff will enable the government to have a 
large cash balance at the close of the pres- 
ent fiscal year “ without imposing addi- 
tional taxation in any form upon the peo- 
ple.” 

Yet he holds that the Secretary of the 
Treasury ought always to have authority 
to issue and sell short time bonds to supply 
casual deficiencies in the revenue. 

The report states that the expenditures 
of the last fiscal year exceeded the revenues 


by. $42,805,223, and estimates that on the- 


basis of now existing laws there would bea 
deficit of 17 millions for the current fiscal 
year, ending June 30, 1896, but that for the 
year ending with June 30, 1897, there would 
be a surplus of nearly seven million dollars. 
So the “ cash balance ” of which Mr. Car- 


lisle speaks for the close of next June would 


have to consist of a portiop of the 98 mill- 
ions of different kinds of currency which 
the Treasury held in excess of the actual 
gold reserve on hand at the beginning of the 
present month. He says that during the 
last two fiscal years the ordinary expendi- 
tures of the government were decreased 
more than 27 millions, and “ further reduc- 
tion can be made in the future without im- 
pairing the efficiency of the public service.” 

The report is misleading. It is a self- 
evident attempt to throw dust in, the eyes 
of the people. The deficiency of revenue is 


imuch larger than admitted by Mr. Carlisle, 


as the public will discover when. next year 
it will be necessary to pay some tens of 
millions that have been held back out of the 


appropriations. 
And how does he propose to change the 


deficiency admitted by him into a surplus? 


By larger imports? If so, the increase in 
that direction must be accompanied by 
larger exports, or the merchants will have 
to run to the Treasury for still more gold 
with which to pay the difference, 

He claims to have a cash balance of more 
than 77 million dollars in the Treasury, 
this being, he says, “in excess of any sum 
that it would be necessary to use” in case 
he were unable to exchange currency for 
gold. And what kind of money would the 
excess be in snch case? None of it worth 
much more than 50 cents on the dollar. 

Secretary Carlisle's scheme for getting 
rid of the necessity of paying out gold to 
preserve the parity of the currency is 
equally faulty: It is even worse, for its 
adoption would plunge the country into the 
disaster he pretends to be anxious to avoid. 
He does not want to touch the silver certifi- 
cates. On the contrary, he proposes to ex- 
tend their use by retiring all other notes of 
less than $10 each. He argues that by 
locking up the gold-redeemed greenbacks 
and ‘Shermans as fast as they come in that 
would prevent a run on the Treasury for 
gold. <Any fairly intelligent schoolboy can 
tell him that without some provision for 
redeeming the silver certificates in gold they 
soon would drop to a discount. The mer- 
‘chants who wanted gold for export would 
bid premiums for greenbacks so that they 
could present them to the Government 
Treasury and check ont its gold to ship 
abroad to pay for goods. 

All the bankers would immediately begin 
to sort their current deposits and all money 
on hand in search of greenbacks and Sher- 
Mans. These notes would be exchanged 
for silver certificates at a premium, The 
buyers would present them to the Treasury, 
draw gold for them, and ship it to Europe. 
Note brokers would do the same thing. 
All the greenbacks and Shermans now in 
circulation would quickly disappear from

thy for the Pullman car-builders, who had 
quit work, The other kind of strike, where 
men go out, and thereby force other work- 
men who are on good terms with their em- 
ployers to be idle and lose their wages at a 
time when wages are most needed, may 
properly be called an “ unsympathetic ” 
strike, for the strikers show no sympathy 
for those mechanics whom they deprive of 
their jobs. 

The “ housesmiths ” doomed thousands 
of industrious mechanics to idleness for 
weeks, losing them tens of thousands of 
dollars, Probably the steamfitters will do 
the same thing and will be beaten in the 
end. Bven if they secure recognition for 
their union. that will not make good to the 
men whose unions are already recognized 
and who had nothing to do with this fight, 
the wages they will have lost at the begin- 
ning of winter. These strikes for “* recog- 
nition” are invariably walking-delegate 
strikes, stirred up by men who dislike to see 
shops and factories which they cannot 
enter and play boss over theirmen. While 
these disturbers of the peace pretend to be 
full of zeal and sympathy for labor, yet 
they deprive of wages other men, union and 
non-union, who have no grievances, and 
stop work enly because they are coerced 
into doing it. 


Soeaereeestiseeesess 
LAKE VIEW SEWAGE. 

Orders have been given for the prepara- 
tion of plans for an intercepting sewer 
which will conduct all the Lake View sew- 
age now discharged into the lake to the 
Fullerton avenue conduit, whence it will be 
pumped into the North Branch, diluted with 
water drawn from the lake at the eastern 
end of the conduit. When this has been 
done the pollution of the drinking water 
drawn from the Lake View crib will be at 
an end. 

If work on this intercepting Lake View 
sewer is begun now it can be completed by 
the time the Drainage Channel is ready for 
use, and the sewage of the eastern part of 
Lake View will fow down the North 
Branch and through the South Branch to 
that channel. The money needed for this 
work can be obtained by making that part 
of the town which is sewered into the lake 
a sewerage district and then assessing all 
the property which will be benefited by the 
improvement. 

After this sewer has been built more will 
remain to be done. ‘The North Branch 
ubove Fullerton avenue, which is exceed- 
ingly filthy now, will not be benefited by 
this improvement. It will becotne more of- 
fensive daily as it receives additional quan- 
tities of sewage from Lake View and Jef- 
ferson. Ultimately a channel will have to 
be cut from the lake to the North Branch 
at a point decidedly north of Fullerton 
avenue so as to flush out the upper portion 
of the stream, but the work of most immedi- 
ate importance is the diversion of Lake 
View sewage from the lake. For not only 
does it reach the Lake View crib, but some- 
times, carried by winds and currents, 
reaches the cribs farther to the south. 


THE APPEAL OF THE CUBAN PATRIOTS. 

The statement recently given out by 
Seiior Gonzale de Quesada, Secretary of the 
Cuban delegation in the United States, 
punctures many of the bombastic claims of 
the Spaniards with the pen of the ready 
writer. The latter have admitted but a 
single defeat, and yet he says the Cubans 
have armed their men with rifles used only 
by the government. According to its of- 
ficial count the Spanish army has killed 
more men than it admits the Cubans have 
in the field, and yet Spain is sending thou- 
sands more of troops. 

The Secretary further states that Cuba,

do not. He says he is thus urgent because 
the city needs the money,: but he is think- 
ing of himself more than he is of the mu- 
nicipality. 

In one respect the existing system is not 
as bad as it used to be. While the cus- 
todians of public funds used to pocket the 
entire interest on deposits they are re- 
quired now to pay over three-fourths of it 
to the public. But perhaps because their 
gains have been lessened thus they tighten 
their grip on the funds and are slower than 
ever ,about surrendering possession of 
them. | 

There is a much better system in Cuya- 
hoga County and Cleveland, There pro- 
posals are invited from the banks for the 
custody of the funds. All public moneys 
collected on any one day have to be put in 
a bank depository before noon of the next 
business day. The city moneys are de- 
posited in three banks, each of which gives a 
million dollar bond, and which pays about 
3 per cent interest on balances. Since 1888 
the city ‘has received $204,000 in interest 
and the county $93,000. 

Here the public is secured against loss 
by the bonds given by the banks in which 
public funds are deposited, or by their 
stockholders, though nominally the bonds 
are given by Collectors or Treasurers, who 
are enabled thus to pocket a quarter or 
more of the interest, for it. is doubtful 
whether all of them are satisfied with what 
the law allows them. But whether they 
are or are not they are so slow in paying 
over that the city is kept for months out of 
its funds, 

There should be a change in the Illinois 
system, so far as Cook County, which be- 
longs to a separate class, is concerned. No 
interest Whatever shoald be allowed any 
Collector,or Treasurer, Each of the former 
should be compelled’ to turn ovet daily to a 
bank which has made an drrangement to 
pay interest on deposits. A direct ar- 
rangement with the banks should be sub- 
stituted for the indirect one which exists 
now. Then city, drainage district, and 
parks will get their share of the taxes 
promptly and will not have to fight as they 
do now to wrest them from the clutches of 
greedy officials, who want.to get all the in- 
terest they can. 


CONTROL OF LAKE LEVELS. 

The importance of measures for the con- 
trol of the water levels in the great lakes 
was insisted on by each of several speakers 
at the International Deep Waterways con- 
vention held at Cleveland last September. 
Mr. Eckhart, now the President of the 
Drainage . Board, said the natural 
formations of the lakes lend themselves 
easily to improvements which will insure a 
sufficiency of water, whatever may be the 
effect of our channel. Lake Superior itself 
can, at an expense small as compared with 
the benefits to be secured, be made a great 
impounding reservoir, releasing its vol- 
umes of water at such times and in such 
quantities as to provide the requisite depth 
of water, at times when otherwise there 
would be‘low water. Works at the outlet 
of LakeErie into the Niagara could be con- 
structed #0 as to insure sufficient water in 
the harbors of that lake. ‘ Mr. Blasdel said 
that under the influence of regulation no 
lowering of level is necessary on any lake 
by the Chicago or any other canal. It is 
possible to regulate the levels of a lake so 
that drainage, drought, and floods, such as 
we often have, will not have any disastrous 

effect. We can raise and regulate the lakes 
at whatever height is desirable to do the 
greatest good to the greatest number, and at 
very slight expense. “This is what we 
must and shall come to.” 

L, E.- Cooley, a practical civil engineer, 
commetided the project to control the 


been that the government shall lend fiat 
scrip on farm lands at a rate of interest 
much below the commercial one and not ex- 
ceeding 8 per cent. In order that the gov- 
ernment might be able to make these loans 
the Populists have demanded that it print 
billions of fiat scrip with which, when the 
government loaned them some, they coujd 
pay off their creditors, from whom they 
had borrowed honest money. They never 
perceive or care for the dishonesty of their 
scheme. 

Oddly enough Lord Salisbury has on hia 
program a measure which bears a distant 
resemblance to the scheme of the Populists. 
The propositien is that the British Govern- 
ment consolidate and take over mortgages 
on land by lending gold money to landlords 
derived from the sale of bonds at 3 per cent. 
As most of them have been obliged to pay 
5 per cent on their loans Salisbury’s écheme 
of government aid will save the aristocracy 
in debt about 2 per cent. 

The Tories seem to feel that they must do 
something for the landlord “ agricultural 
interest.” Before the election they inti- 
mated that in the event of success they 
might do something in the way of legislation 
to hélp the landlord’s rents from the effect 
of sharp competition of other countries. 
Since the election deputat:ons which hare 
called on Lord Salisbury and asked for 
protection are told plumply that it is utter- 
ly out of the question to do anything for 
them. While turning a deaf ear to the 
farmers it has been decided to hold outa 
helping hand to the landlords. 

Provision was made years ago for advan- 
cing the credit of the government to Irish 
tenants so as to enable them to become 
owners of the lands they cultivated. But 
this scheme is a very different matter. Itis 
to help landlords who are abundantly able 
to help themselves. 


Tue Congressional Directory is not usual- 
ly regarded as a very readable work among 
the masses. Its personal history is not of a 
thrilling sort, and its style is not always 
above criticism. Now and then, however. 
in wading through its contents one chances 
upon a bit of romance, and of this character 
is the autobiography of Henry Clay Miner, 
representing one of the New York City dis- 
tricts. The various steps of the ladder from 
which he at last mounted into the House 
are particularly interesting. In 1864 he wae 
epdvance agent of Sig. Blitz, the juggler and 
bird trainer. Next he was engaged with 
Thayer and Noyes’ circus. Then he became 
the head of a metropolitan theater, and was 
s0 prosperous that he shortly wasrunning 
five variety theaters. He was also an actor 
himself and a motto singer, has compiled an 
American dramatic directory, and been 
President of the Actors’ Fund Association. 
Miner’s investments, however, have not been 
confined to the stage and other forms of 
amusement. He is the President of a lith- 
ographic company, holds some big blocks o7 
railroad and mining stocks, owns a big 
drug store, and runs a newspaper syndicate 
Evidently Henry Clay Miner has been a jack 
of many trades, and has been prosperous in 
all of them. Whether he has reached the 
pinnacle of his fame remains to be seen, but 
it cannot be denied that upon the stage of 
life he has played many parts.
